HENRY  GRANT  PLUMB,  was  born  in  Sherburne, 
New  York.,  April  15, 1847  and  died  in  New  York  City 
July  29,  1930.  His  artistic  ability  was  manifested  at 
an  early  age  and  after  completing  his  schooling  in 
the  Sherburne  Academy,  he  went  to  New  York  City 
and  began  his  art  education  at  Cooper  Union,  where 
he  studied  four  years.  After  completing  the  course 
at  Cooper  Union,  he  studied  at  the  National  Acad¬ 
emy  of  Design  for  two  years.  In  1874  he  went  to 
Paris  and  for  four  more  years  enjoyed  the  experi¬ 
ence  of  life  in  the  Latin  Quarters  while  studying 
under  Gerome,  Carolus  Duran  at  Ecole  des  B^aux 
Arts  and  under  Yvon.  Among  the  artists  with  whom 
he  had  friendly  contacts  in  Paris  wore  Douglas  Volk, 
Henry  O.  Avery,  Alden  Weir,  George  Innes.  Jr..  H. 
Bolton  Jones,  Frederick  Bridgman,  Abbott  H.  Tha¬ 
yer,  Homer  Saint  Gaudens  and  John  S.  Sargent. 

Returning  to  America  in  1879  he  established  a  stu¬ 
dio  at  744  Broadway,  New  York  City,  and  devoted 
himself  to  genre  painting  both  in  oil  and  water  color. 
About  1900  he  turned  to  landscapes.  Portraits  were 
always  his  special  gift  and  he  did  many  of  his  Sher¬ 
burne  acquaintances.  Of  Mr.  Plumb’s  genre  work  it 
may  be  said  that  it  appealed  because  of  his  gift  of 
observation,  his  choice  of  subjects,  his  feeling  for 
movement  and  life,  and,  above  all,  because  he  was 
animated  by  a  generous  sympathy.  Wherever  he 
went,  the  picturesque  or  amusing  drew  forth  his 
pencil. 

In  1886  the  artist  married  Mary  Eliza  Leverieh 
Witte,  who  at  the  time  of  their  marriage  was  assist¬ 
ing  Leo  Koffler,  the  organist  at  the  old  St.  Paul’s, 
New  York  City.  They  had  two  children,  Henry  Grant 
Plumb,  who  became  an  artist,  and  Margaret  Grant 
Plumb,  who  became  associate  librarian  at  Hunter 
College. 

Henry  Grant  Plumb  served  for  35  years  as  teacher 
of  freehand  drawing  at  Cooper  Union,  retiring  in 
1916.  In  1922  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Archi¬ 
tectural  Alumni  of  Cooper  Union.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Arts,  the  American 
Artists’  Professional  League,  the  Artists’  Fund  So¬ 
ciety,  and  the  Salmagundi  Club.  He  was  admitted 
to  the  latter  organization  in  1879  when  it  was  the 


Salmagundi  Sketch  Club,  and  thus  enjoyed  the 
friendship  of  the  members  who  had  been  among  its 
founders  in  1871,  notably  Alfred  E.  Emslie,  W.  H. 
Skelton  and  Jonathan  and  Joseph  Hartley. 

Among  the  known  galleries  in  which  the  artist  ex¬ 
hibited  were:  Salmagundi  Sketch  Club;  Pennsylva¬ 
nia  Academy  of  Fine  Arts,  1880;  Boston  Art  Club, 
Pittsburgh  Exposition,  Exposition  Universelle,  Paris 
1889;  National  Academy  of  Design,  1891;  Anderson 
Galleries,  1918;  Los  Angeles  Museum,  1923.  The  pres¬ 
ent  exhibition  is,  however,  the  first  one-man  show 
of  the  artist’s  works.
